The idea that the overproduction of 


commodities is the Cftuse of all trouble 
is refuted by the fact they nre harder 
for the poor to got at their present prices 
lhan fthey would be at higher prices 
with full circulation, because it is harder 
now to get tho half dollar than it used 
to ba to get a dollar to buy them with. 


If machinery has increased the prod- 


uct of commodities, it would also have 
increased the product of money of re- 
demption if silver had not been demon- 
etized. Tho relation between the two 
would have heen approximately sus- 
tained. Stoppage of coinage without 
tho stoppage of the production of com- 
modities has limited the supply of 
money and increased tha quantity of 
commodities. 
Tho cheapness of the 


commodities is but another expression, 
for the dtamcss of money. 


This" question is one between labor 


and capital, arid with tho appreciation 
of money tho laborer muEfc always get 
less. 


It is a question also between Ameri- 


ca and Europe. Europe, being a credit- 
or country and America a debtor conu-

Bimetallism contemplates 
that from time to time one or the 
other of tho metals will be hard to.get 
and will go out of circulation. It is the 
right to use either metal and the fact 
that the1 other metal'is accessible and 
may be used that constitute the princi- 
pal merit of bimetallism.. Tliero is a 
calamity when one metal goes out of 
circalation if it is the only metal tho 
law has provided for use as primary 
money. Bat there is no calamity on one 
of the metals going out of circulation if 
the otter metal is accessible, the mints j 
open to its free coinage and-the peoplo 
have tho option to use it. Gold is now | 
out of circulation. There is. no gold 
among the people. It is cornered in tlio 
Bank vaults. It is leaving us to go to 
Europe to pay $250,000,000 annually 03 
interest ou our gold, debts authorized 
by the act of 1878. Under the gold, 
standard, it is only a question of timo 
when all our gold will leave us. We 
produce about $40,000,000 -.a year of 
gold and are sending 5250,000,000 a 
year "to Europe as interest on debts of 
ours held by foreigners. Tho gold being 
shipped back to us ie borrowed gold 
that is increasing our gold debt to Eu- 
rope and intensifying the situation. It j 
means, that in the future more gold 
must bo annually, shipped to Europe to 
pay our increasing gold interest. 
It 


means that we have committed our- 
selves to ;in erroneous financial system, 
oud that thcs longer it loses tho greater 
our suffering must be in the end. ""• 


The gist of the financial question, is 


in this: Hen who deal iu money .are in- 
terested in making the property they 
dral in more and more valuable. 
This 


is a natural instinct in dealers in any 
property. A catcle man in Kansas who 
owns 10,000 head of cattle knows that 
he could make his 10,000 head of cattle 
worth considerably more to him. if he 
conld cause the sudden death, of half 
the other cattlo iu the world. 


The money dealer understands this 


principle, and - knowing that money is 
made byjaw he has gone to where tlie 
law is made and caused the destruction 
of one-half the money of the world. He 
is a dealer in monoy. It ia the property 
that ho studies. When he makes his 
money so valuable that it-will bay more 
and more of your property and- mine, 
ho is the gainer. .TVUcu the farmer's 
wheat .exchanges for less and less mon- 
ey, tho farmer grows relatively poorer 
than tho man who owns the money. 
The unfortunate circumstance that adds 
additional gravity to the situation "is 
that the money dealer deals .in a proper- 
ty upon which all civilization is de- 
pending. It is the blood of civilization 
in which ho deals, and when he absorbs 
it ho.,strangles civilization. TYbon he 
depletes tho arteries of commerce, by 
hoarding'.about-him this blood of civi- 
Jization—society, arts, commerce—civi- 
lization itself is affectedl

Hero Anchovies Aro Caught. 


The uncbovy is a small fish about

How to ftCake a Baked Rhubarb Paddta£,

How to Mako Watermelon and Fcneh Iced. 


'Watermelon Ice. —Select very ripe iinfl 


a very red watermelon. Save all the 
water and Kcr.-ipe' all tho red pulp fine. 
Allow a pound of sugar to a gallon of 
this liquid and freeze. 
When tha ice is 


half frozen, odd die well beateu whites 
of 3 eggs and stir the mass frequently 
lircm the bottom witK a wooden spatula. 
The flavor of this ice naturally depends 
largely upon the quality of the melon. 


Peach Ice.—Select a dozen uico ripe 


peaches, 2 lemons i\ud Z pints of clari- 
fied sugar. • Pjtrc the pouches and pi-ess 
the pulp-through a sieve; then add 
tho clarified sugar and lemon jnice and 
freeze. When nicely frozen, mix thor- 
oughly with tbo ice a meringue made of 
the whites of 2 eggs siud 4 tablespoons 
of sugar. Set away for an hour before 
terriag.

All the rest and residue 
of the estate is given to his wife, Mary 
Frlek Garrett. absolutely, who, together 
with her father, William F. Frlck, are 
named executors. 


It Is thought by some Intimate friends 


of the fnrr.lly chat the reason for probat 
Ing both wills is the fact that the last 
one waa executed Just at the commence- 
ment of Mr. Garrett's long continued 
sickness, and in view of this fact. It waa 
deemed advisable to prove both Instru- 
ments. 


As the widow Is the residuary devisee 


and legatee under both wills, from the 
fact of proving both. It seems to be evi- 
dent that she Intends to adopt the lasl 
onfc, although In derogation of her rights^ 
under the will of 1883, as It makes the 
specific bequests to his brother's child 
ren and others.

INTEBESTIN& TESTIMONY. 


At tlib Inqneut Into the Cause of the 


>'ew Jersey Railway l>lHFuter. 


Atlantic City, Aug. 5.—There were 


several new developments at yester- 
day's session of Coroner McLauehlln's 
Inquest Into Thursday night's disaster, 
by which 4-1 persons were killed and as 
many more Jnjured. All the men most 
iicarly concerned In the accident pave 
testimony, including Night Towcrman 
Hauser, Fireman Hallahan and Con- 
ductor Plnkerton of the Reading ex- 
press; and'Engineer Grelncr and Fire- 
man Newell of the excursion train. 
Arthur Stiles, a resident of Atlantic 
City, who was^rldlng on his wheel along 
the turnpike r03d and saw the collision, 
also testified. 


Nearly all these witnesses agreed that 


Engineer Edwin Farr of the Reading 
train, who1 was.fourid-clcad with his hand 
on the throttle,- had done everything In 
his power to stop his train when he saw 
that' a collision was imminent, and every 
one of them, except Grelner, stated or 
inferred 'that the -West Jersey train 
could either have been stopped after 
Engineer Grelner saw 
the Reading 


thundering.along toward him, or han- 
dled so that only the two engines wduld 
have come together. This would have 
meant death to the men in the two cabs, 
very likely, but it would have saved tho 
passenger coaches. 


Conductor Pinkerton of the Reading 


train said this In. so many words. He 
also gave the Impression that the signal 
could not have b.een properly worked. 
According to his interpretation of En- 
gineer Far/'s whistle, a certain signal 
had been given the Reading train, and 
then suddenly changed to another. The 
flrst must have been the right of way 
signal and the second the danger. Farr 
whistled to know which was right, but 
it was too late to stop the train. 


Engineer Grelner declared that he was 


guided only by signals, regardless of the 
approach of other trains. He got the 
signal of right of way, and he con- 
tinued on, but he had known of In- 
stances when the signals 
had been 


changed quickly. The present indica- 
tions are that the.Inquest will consume 
several more days.

GIST OF THE Q.UESTI01T. 


MalteB Some Clear Statements on 


the Lendlnc Topic of the Day. 


It is a common statement that free 


coinage of silver will run gold out of. 
circulation. Bimetallism contemplates 
that from time to time one' or the 
other of the metals will be hard to got 
and will go out of circulation. It is the 
right to use either metal and the fact 
that the other metal is accessible and 
may be used that constitute tho princi- 
pal merit of bimetallism. There .is a 
calamity when one metal goes out of 
circulation if it. is the only metal the 
law has provided for use as primary 
money. But there Is no calamity on bne 
of the metals, going out of circulation il 
the other metal is accessible, the mints 
open to its free coinage and the people 
have the option to use ic. Gold is now 
out of circulation. There is no gold 
among the people. It is cornered in the 
bank vnulta. It is leaving ns to go to 
Europe to pay $250, 000,000 annually as 
intca^i on our gold debts authorized 
by the aot o.*; 1878. Under the gold 
standard it is only a question of time 
when all our gold will leave ns. We 
produce about $40,000,000 a year of 
gold and are sending §250,000,000 a 
year to Europe as interest (in debts of 
ours held by foreigners. The gold being 
shipped back to us is borrowed gold 
that is increasing onr gold debt to Eu- 
rope and intensifying the situation. It 
means that in the future more gold 
must bo onnnally shipped to Europe to 
pay- our increasing gold interest. It 
means that we have committed our- 
selves to an erroneous financial system, 
and that the longer it lasts the greater 
oar suffering must be in the end. 


The gist of the financial question is 


in this : Man who deal in money are in- 
terested in making the property' they 
deal in more and more valuable. This 
is £i natural instinct in dealers in any 
property. A cattle man in Kansas who 
owns 10,000 head of cattle knows that 
he could make his 10,000 head of cattle 
worth considerably more to him if he. 
could cause the sndden death of half 
the other, catde in_the world. 


The money dealer understands this 


principle, and knowing that money is 
made by law he hns gone to where the 
law is made and caused the destruction 
of one-half tho money of the world. He 
is a dealer in money. It is the property 
-that he studies. When ho makes his 
money so valuable that it will buy more 
and more of your property and mine, 
ho is tho gainer. 
When the farmer's 


wheat exchanges for less and less mon- 
ey, the farmer grows relatively poorer 
than tho man who owns tho money. 
The unfortunate circumstance that adds 
additional gravity to tho situation is 
that the money dealer deals in a proper- 
ty upon which all civilization is de- 
pending. It is tho blood of civilization 
in which ho deals, and when he absorbs 
it ho strangles civilization. 
When he 


deplores the arteries of commerce by 
hoarding about him this blood of civi- 
lization — society, arts, commerce— rcivi- 
lization itself is affected. 


Free coinage of silver will relieve tho 


strain on gold and break the grip of the 
money lender, whose fingers arc now 
mercilessly tightening around the throat 
of this government. All is at stake in 
this struggle — our families, society and 
the republic itself. — W. H. Harvey in 
Hew York Journal.

Tho relation between the two 
would havo been appropriately sus- 
tained. Stoppage of coinage without 
the stoppage of tho production of com- 
modities has limited the supply of 
money and increased the quantity of 
commodities. ,. Tho 
cheapness of the 


commodities is but another expression 
for the dearness of money. 


This question" is one between labor 


and capital, and with tho appreciation 
of money tho laborer must always get 
less. 


It is a question also between Ameri- 


ca and Europe. Europe, being a credit- 
or country and America a debtor conn- 
try, with dearer' money Europe must j 
get richer and America poorer. 


It is a question between the masses of 


tho people and a few magnates of 
wealth, and with dearer money tho 
people mttst get poorer and the mag- 
nates 
richer. 
< * 


It is n question between the taxpayer 


and government, and with dearer money 
the taxpayer must be moro heavily bur- 
dened. 


It is a question between debtor and 


creditor, and with dearer money the 
debtor mi^s.t go to the wall 


It is a question between property and 


the charges npon it, and with clearer 
money property must be sacrificed and 
in many oases the creditor involved in 
ruin with his insolvent debtor. 


It is a question between democracy 


and autocracy, and with dearer ' money 
tho autocrats of the world have filled 
their strong boxes with American gold, 
dipped out of the troashry with green- 
backs, and every monarch of tho old 
world has been strenatheued, while free, 
liberal and independent movements have 
been proportionately checked.

counties. 
Six have not been 
heard 


from, or are too close to be figured upon. 
Of the last named. Johnston probably 
lias four and Goodwyn two. It la be- 
lieved that tho complete returns -will 
show a. majority of not lesa than 45,000 
tor Johnston, and possibly 50,000. As 
compared to the election of 1S9-1, tho 
Democrats have carried certainly 15 
counties that gave a Populist majority 
two years ago.

Bow Ha Became a Slave and Some Flel

In looting over my post career I feel 16 


to be but proper that I admit that I have 
alwars been a slave of- the so called per- 
nicious pio habit I cannot remember how 
long ago I ate my first piece of pic, nor 
can I state with .any degree of accuracy 
tbo date upon which I Burrendered my 
manhood or rather childhood and willing- 
ly thrust my neck into the yoko which still 
encircles It. But I will admit tiiat the 
taste Is not on acquired one with me, as !• 
enjoyed my first piece of pie quite as keen- 
ly as I did the last wedge, which la still 
gyrating madly" withii me undigested and 
measuring itself, 60 to speak, against my 
gastric meter. 


When I was a small boy, I could never 


quite understand -why the pie, which was 
the best part of the dinner, should always 
como on last when every one's appetite 
was satisfied. It seemed to me that the pio 
should corne first. Then it often struck 
me that If the pie were to lead the meal all 
Interest would cease with tho last mouth- 
ful, whereas If entered 35 tho epilogue of 
tho praudiul drama the other paxtw, from 
tho very ring of the bell, would bristlo 
with tho barbed wire or epicurean interest. 


Again, I often marveled in vain nt tho 


idea of having a fish dinner and not a pio 
dinner. It seemed to me a paradox that 
defied explanation. I never knew :ind do 
not know until this day which kind of pio 
is my favorite because I llk^jack and ov- 
ery kind, with or without cheese, although 
eaten with a fork, a spoon or au n.iGurel 
out of the hnr-d. Some philosopher has 
called the uncovered or decollete pie—that 
is, the ono which Is exposed to the light 
and tho critical naked eve—tho open faced 
pie. 
This, -of course, refers to those spcc1- 


mcns which represent the custard, the 
cocoanut and the pumpkin, which do not 
wear vests or chest protectors of crust 


The pic that has an upper crust should 


bo called a hunting case pio, while tha 
cranberry, having strips of crust running 
over its roof in a regular latticework of 
suspenders, should be regarded as a striped 
pio for tho English and a plaid.pie for the 
Scotch. 
I cannot help recalling an idea 


that occurred to me when I was a little 
boy about eight or ten hands high- It was 
a curious Idea relating to the auependars of 
tho cranberry pie In this interrogatory 
form: Axo the suspenders to keep the cran- 
berries In the pie, and If so are they but- 
toned mto the under edge of the plate, like 
an all wool theatrical ocean, or are they 
fastened down with glue? 


Tho Washington pie I liked from a pure- 


ly patriotic impulse, although the slices of 
apple were Imbedded in the foundation of 
dough after the manner of cobblestones, 
until they seemed, from the regularity of 
their upturned edges, like. the bay of Na- 
ples fts it appears, wind dimpled, in a cof- 
fee chromo. 


Hitting-the pie and hitting the pipe are 


both habits which hold one with an iron 
grip. Since tho day I fell I havo been a 
willing vassal of the insidious destroyer 
and havo made a stndy of pie and pla poi- 
soning in all Its ramifications.

Take one of 
these small urban pies which are molded 
and turned out by the thousand like cheap 
watches, and the changes ore that you will 
not want to toko another oerlonsly If nt all 
Tho only advantage thiR email pie has Is 
that it may be held In the hand like a 
quoit, that it doesn't ooze, drip or disin- 
tegrate, and that it Is In a certain sense 
antiseptic. In one of tbeee gtem winding 
pics death lurks even when Its true char- 
acter is hidden from the mind's eye by tho 
cunning artificer beneath whose touch the 
meringue conceit quickens and blossoms 
In.inflnite beauty. 


Give me the old, honest, homely, farm- 


house pie, "vntli no other ornamentation 
Chan a few rude and unstudied fork jabs 
In Its ecru breast to prevent rts losing Its 
wind. And give me plenty of it and'ateo 
supply me with plenty of elbow room and 
a large, imperial, nickel plated tin appe- 
tite, that I may do the disli justice and 
show my appreciation with the ardor of a 
patriot, because pie is an American Insti- 
tution upon which the American oagie 
utands in heartfelt prido as if to maintain 
the traditions of independence and to hurl 
contumely into the faL^e face of the invad- 
er. But the city pie is not Inspiring in a 
(•trict sense. It IB, so to speak, alien and 
exotic, especially when eaten against time 
i.t the noonday hour, for then the rater 
i.tands upon his feet and-eats in so gn-at a 
hurry that to all outward appearances his 
entire physical system is brough-t Into 
play, the masseter and deltoid muscles are 
strained to their utmost tension, tho eye« 
are dilated and the hat bobn in frantic 
glee, while theploea-ter snaps off a mouth- 
ful and seems to leap In the air as If to 
climb It.

eat various kinds—until his stomach be- 
come? a kaleidoscope of pie. Thopumpldn, 
breathing of the cornfield; the cocoanut, 
full of tropical suggestion, and tha mince, 
which Is out of date during tha dog days 
because It bays tho moon, are one to him.

fust to begin the day rigit, then be eats It 
for dinner to preserve a high average of 
enamored thought, and finally for supper 
from motives vt gratitude for bis daily pie. 
He has pie heart, and goes right on eating 
his .favorite dainty although he destroys 
his complexion, and he would keep on even 
if the practice should render his digestive 
organs effete, which would, of course, be 
Impossible.
